County At­ 
torney Holland of Coal county made 
a statement today that he had been 
advised (hat a warrant was out 
for the arreei^of Smith in Arizona 
and that H. O. Staggs, wanted in 
connection with the hank failure, 
was in jail in Los Angeles. G. L. 
West is in jail at Coalgate. He is 
alleged to have purchased the Clar­ 
ita bank about 30 days ago with 
funds that did not exist. 
County * Attorney Holland alleges 
that West bought the Clarita Insti­ 
tution with funds supposed to be

state ratification 
convention held 
here Tuesday, when by a vote of 
450 1-2 to 270 1-2, the delegates 
refused to adopt the Shawnee plat­ 
form in its entirety. The platform 
was the one on which J. C. Walton 
defeated R. H. Wilson and Thomas 
H. Owen for the nomination for 
governor. 
The test of strength between the 
conservative and radical elements in 
the party was the climax of the 
convention, and resulted in exciting 
scenes in the closing hours. 
Eleven of 
the 
eighteen 
state 
planks in the Shawnee platform 
were adopted. Two were discarded 
entirely, and five amended. 
The two planks discarded were 
for a state owned bank, which was 
plank 5, and the first plank, assert­ 
ing the belief that there had been 
graft in the bank guaranty fund 
and elsewhere, aud demanding pro­ 
secution of those guilty. 
Here is Platf<H*m 
The platform as adopted includes 
eleven of the eighteen state planks 
in the original Shawnee platform. 
The national demands were dis­ 
carded in the resolutions committee. 
The national demands included 
adoption of the Plumb Plan for 
operation of railroads; entire pro­ 
gram of the farm bloc; opposition 
to compulsory military training; na­ 
tional soldier bonus not to be raised 
by sales tax, and 
repeal 
of the 
Esch-Cummins law. 
Plank No. I in the Shawnee pro­ 
gram declaring 
that 
“disclosures 
show that the bank guarantee fund 
and assets have been looted, and 
that there has been graft in other 
departments of state” was stricken 
from the platform in the majority 
report. 
Plank No. 2 was re-written * as 
follows: “We favor laws requiring 
public service corporations to pay 
taxes on the same valuation on 
Which people are required to pay 
taxes and wherever necessary to se­ 
cure this end the state should take 
over- such pubkc utilities.” 
In the' Shawnee platfoi'm this had 
read: “We favor laws: To squeeze 
the water out of stock of all public 
corporations and reduce the rates 
charged for gas, light and other 
necessities and providing for. cities 
to take over gas, light and other 
utility plants; and for the state to 
take over such as the Oklahoma 
Natural, to the end that extortion­ 
ate rates may he prohibited which 
have heretofore grown out of or 
been made possible by fraudulent 
vaination of such companies.”

Plank No. 3 which read: “A lair 
covering the grading and marketing
